1 . According to paper filed on July 19, 2004, the applicants have canceled claims 1-41 
and furthermore, have added new claims 42-46 and 48.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 42-47, renumbered as 1-6 are allowed since the applicants have amended 
claims to be entitled to an earlier priority date of March 10, 1998 based on their 
provisional application and therefore, the cited Carson's reference is not a prior art 
reference under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). It is of note that the compounds of instant claims 
differ in structure from the claimed compounds of Carson's reference and therefore, 
there is not an issue of an interference. Thus, rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) is now 
withdrawn.
